PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT

DRIVER  EDUCATION 

Approximately  two  hundred  students  at  Beverly  High 
School  took  advantage  of  the  Driver  Education  program, 
with  Mr.  Daniel  Shea  as  classroom  advisor  and  he  and 
Mr.  Lawrence  Steedman  as  on-the-road  instructors.
